Frank F. Skelly, who was yester­ 
day ordered held for trial in the Su­ 
perior court on the charge of mur­ 
dering his wife, Ethel Skelly, was ar­ 
raigned in the Superior court this 
morning. 
The information charging 
murder, filed in the Superior court 
by District Attorney Davis, was reau 
to the defendant, and the answer to 
the arraignment was set for 
10 o’­ 
clock Monday morning. 
At that time 
Skelly will plead “ not guilty’’ to the 
charge. 
The first fight to be made by At­ 
torneys W illiam s & Rutan and Bish­ 
op for the r client will be to secure 
bail for him if possible. 
As soon as 
Arthur Johnson, the court 
reporter 
who took the short-hand 
report of 
the 
preliminary 
examination, 
has 
completed the transcript of the pro­ 
ceedings, Judge West will be asked 
to review the evidence presented at 
the preliminary, and upon it Skelly’s 
attorneys will ask that Skelly be ad­ 
mitted to bail. 
The plea for bail will be 
«sought 
upon the ground that he is bailable 
In that the evidence does not point 
conclusively to 
his 
guilt, 
on 
the 
ground that his business affairs need 
his attention, and upon the ground 
that his health is such that he should 
be given freedom. 
So far as any in­ 
timations have been given, 
the de­ 
fense is ready to meet whatever de­ 
mand for bail the court will make, if 
it allows bail. 
Sheriff Lacy has been importuned 
by both sides in the case, one side 
asking that Skelly be removed from 
the Santa Ana Hopsital and kept at 
the county jail, the other side asking 
that Skelly be allowed to remain at 
the hospital, that he may receive all 
the attention necessary for the care 
of his burns. 
The sheriff has con­ 
cluded to allow Skelly to remain at 
the hospital under guard 
of depu­ 
ties placed there by the sheriff, until 
Monday at least. 
Skelly’s left arm is still 
useless, 
the burn being deep and his fingers 
crippled. 
His right hand is in such 
shape that he can use it to a certain 
extent. 
The fingers are no longer 
kept bandaged.

Fire destroyed a barn and eighty- 
five tons of hay near the corner 
of 
McClay and McFadden 
street 
last 
night. 
The barn was worth 
about 
$700 and the hay was worth an aver­ 
age of about $11 per ton. 
There being no Insurance, the loss 
falls as follows: 
J. L. Hunton, the 
barn, ten tons of hay and a number 
of apricot trees; John Cubbon, ten 
tons of hay; Elm er Cubbon, sixty-five 
tons of hay. 
The barn was on a ranch recently 
sold by John Cubbon to J. L. Hunton 
of Orange. 
When it was sold, Mr. 
Cubbon reserved the right to have his 
hay then in the barn remain where it 
was until he should remove it. 
The fire was discovered 
about 
1 
o’clock this morning by O. B. Bridge- 
ford, who lives near the place. 
The 
alarm was given in the neighborhood, 
but nothing further than taking away 
a horse that was in an adjoining cor­ 
ral could be done. 
The fire staried in the north end in 
j alfalfa hay. 
Baled barley hay was in 
the south end of the barn, which was 
100 feet long. 
The heat was intense, 
and many apricot trees near tiie fire 
were destroyed. 
It is believed that hoboes atre re­ 
sponsible for the fire. 
The barn was 
quite a distance from a house, and dur­ 
ing the winter it was used frequently 
by hoboes as a sleeping place.

man going to the barn in the morning 
to feed the horses often dug out a 
hobo in the alfalfa hay.

The wholesaler wants a stable 
price. 
Should association cut down 
the price, the dealer feels sore and 
his confidence is destroyeu. 
“ W e have not had good organiza­ 
tion, for our executive committee has 
only recommended prices, leaving as­ 
sociations to do about as they please. 
We are up against a condition where 
we must have a different organization. 
If we don’t have a better organization, 
I believe we are going to have a de­ 
moralized walnut year. 
“ We want an organization that can 
hold the walnuts up to the price fixed. 
Pooling the orders for the state Is 
necessary. 
There must be unity of 
action with none privileged to cut 
under the price. 
“ To remedy the situation, a new or­ 
ganization was proposed two years 
ago.. 
The plan was made by repre­ 
sentatives of the different 
associa­ 
tions, the proposed organization to be 
a corporation, the central body 
to 
write contracts with each association, 
the basis of moving the crop to be 
pro rated among 
the 
associations. 
This plan was turned down by a part 
of the associations. 
“ This year a new committee was 
appointed and the old plan was adopt­ 
ed with some changes. 
The plan is 
now up to the different associations 
for ratification.”
